LPP Are W 
Liberals 'Outs' 
At Assembly 

Switzman Premier, 
Chipman to Lead 
Opposition Party 



The Mock Parliament convenes 
tonight in the Union Ballroom to 
hear and discuss a bill on the 
Canadian housing situation. The 
Government this session is the 
Labor Progressive Party; the 
Prime Minister John Switzman. 
The Liberal Party is His Majesty's 
loyal Opposition, under the leader- 
ship of John Chipman. 

The Bill will be presented to the 
House, whose members include 
Progressive Conservatives, mem- 
bers of the Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation, and Independ- 
ent as well as the party now Jn 
the majority and the Opposition, 
by Norman Nerenbcrg. He is the 
LPP Minister of Reconstruction. 

The Labor Progressive Party has 
drawn up a bill which if it be- 
comes law, will give the Federal 
Government, through a National 
Planning Agency, and through 
municipal administration, direct 
control over the housing situation. 
The Government would see to the 
erection of 50,000 homes annually 
during the next five years. The 
first 50,000 would go to veterans 
and all would be within the rental 
budget of a family with a $1,500 
annual Income. Previsions have 
also been made for the purchase 
of inexpensive homes over a pe- 
riod of time. 

The Bill includes, too, a system 
of priorities whereby materials are 
available for this type of dwelling, 
for schools, and for hospitals before 
they are offered for other uses. 
Provision is made, also for re- 
search on building materials and 
techniques. 

Liberals and CCF have drawn up 
amendments to be presented at this 
evening's session, while the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives have declin- 
ed to propose any changes in the 
Bill. 

The CBC will broadcast a part 
of this evening's discussion, to which 
all interested arc freely admitted. 
Professor Raphael Tuok will be 
Speaker of the House.

McGill's Athletics Director Says:- 

Owing to the many demands upon the Forum, our teams have 
been greatly handicapped for lack, of practice hours. When practice 
hours were available, they were never as convenient as we would 
have liked them. Although our teams have invariably put up a great 
effort In the face of difficulties, I feel that this has been unfair for 
them and that their performances would alwoys have been a great 
deal. better, and their enjoyment considerably greater had we had our 
own facilities. The benefit which will accrue from having our own 
rink are many and varied. It is our hope that student participation 
In athletics will be greatly increased, and that to an appreciable 
extent the Student Body as a whole will benefit directly from 
certain hours being made available for the more important inter- 
f acuities and interclass games and for general skating. 

The Student Body will also receive indirect benefits from the 
revenues which will result from the rink as a self-supporting unit. 
As I visualize H, the rink building will be suitable as an indoor 
sports arena fo,r track meets and other events. Additional revenues 
mean more and better equipment for all our athletes, and a generally 
more varied -program of activity. 

The Auditorium aspect of the rink will be of equally great 
importance to the student welfare. Wc will then be able to stage 
our concerts, entertainments, student rallies ' and, in unseasonable 
weather with out-door convocations not feasible, the rink-nudltorium 
will offer an alternative locale with a truly McGill atmosphere. We 
can quite confidently predict that wc will be able to make full use 
of every available hour in the rink-auditbrlum. 

It Is my conviction that when these new facilities— the swimming 
pool and rlnk-audltorlum — are added to the Sir Arthur Currle 
Memorial Gymnasium, the athletic activities of all the students will 
be broadened and improved, 

These facilities are not easy to come by. The great success of 
the Campaign of the War Memorial to date has been made possible 
by the extremely hard work and generosity of 5,600 of our grad- 
uates, and the fine effort which was organized on the Campus last 
year. The 1046 Campaign on the campus Is a challenge to the entire 
student body, in view of the direct benefits to the students which 
it will produce, to show the Graduate Society that , we appreciate 
their efforts and will do all in our individual powers to make the 
Campaign on the campus an outstanding success. . 

We are proud to remember that it was McGill University which 
promoted the first group of teams to play organized hockey under 
an established code of rules. It Is of interest that we have in the 
Sir Arthur Currie Memorial Gymnasium a hockey stick used by 
Lewis Skalfc, Captain of the McGill Hockey Club In 1878. There 
is also a cup, emblematic of McGUl's championship effort in the 
season 1883. 

As the birthplace of organized hockey, McGill merits its own 
hockey rink. Help give McGill hockey players equal advantages 
with those possessed by the University of Toronto and Queens, who 
have.-faad rinks for years, 



Expect Students 
To Spur Grads 



The War Memorial Extension 
Campaign begins today on the 
McGill campus and will last until 
March 8. During that time every 
student will receive a questionnaire 
to be filled out and returned to 
representatives scattered through- 
out the various faculties and 
schools in the University. The pur- 
pose of the questionnaire Is to 
ascertain what students were at- 
tending McGill last year, which of 
these contributed during the 1945 
campaign, and which of the new 
or veteran students intend to do so 
during this drive. 

Attached to these forms will be 
pledge cards similar to those used 
last year enabling a student to 
postpone his contribution and 
spread It over a period of time. 

The drive has been planned to 
spur the graduates to maximum 
support of their part of the cam- 
paign which is being held between 
April 23 and May 7. Towards this 
end the campus committee has 
adopted the slogan, "One hundred 
per cent, participation." As has 
been previously announced, the 
funds are being raised to build a 
rink-auditorium as an extension to 
the Sir Arthur Currle Memorial 
Gymnasium-Armory. 

At meetings held by the Grad- 
uates' Society last year a number 
of graduates expressed the opinion 
that' it would be a mistake to con- 
clude .the campaign before full 
advantage had been taken of "the 
momentum, enthusiasm and organ- 
ization which had been created by 
the 1945 effort." It was pointed out 
that the Auditorium feature would 
be "of great value for indoor con- 
vocations, mass meetings, concerta 
and the like." 

"A rink for McGill would make 
McGill hockeylsts independent of 
the now almost hopelessly restrict- 
ed practice facilities at the Mont- 
real Forum," stated Mr. William 
Seller, Campaign Secretary. "It 
would multiply many times the 
number of active participants in 
hockey. Incidentally, by its avail- 
ability for général skating, ice car- 
nivals, public meetings and enter- 
tainments, the rink • auditorium 
would be a source of goodwill ex- 
tending far beyond the bounds of 
Montreal. As a self-supporting unit 
its surplus revenues would assist 
the general program of student 
activities." 

Mr. Sellar explained that when 
the war Memorial question was 
first discussed it was decided that 
the McGill Memorial should be not 
only a commemoration of the act- 
ive war service of some 5,500 Mc- 
Gill men and women, but should 
also be useful rather than monu- 
mental. 

The gymnasium when completed 
will lack nothing in physical edu- 
cation facilities. In addition to the 
enlargement of the gym itself to 
scat 1,000 extra people, a swim- 
ming pool will be constructed in a

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Election Responsibilities 

In recent yenrs the word "propaganda" has 
coinc to be applied in a derogatory manner to 
principles and ideas which are presented to the 
people aplajpgogrhc modern practice of pro-, 
paganda.i^yliïpb: was so recently perfected by" 
the Germans*,' consists of repeating the same 
fact over and over until it becomes part of the 
conscious or unconscious credo of the general 
public. This plan worked with staggering suc- 
cess in countries about to be occupied by our 
enemies, making them "soft" for the final death- 
stab* After occupation these countries were then 
exposed to further propaganda in order to make 
sure that the people would not be too obstinate. 
Propaganda has also been employed success- 
fully in elections and political campaigns. 

The University campus, not unlike the 
world of politics, has its share of campaigning 
and propaganda. Next week will sec the major 
administrative positions of the self-governing 
body of this University elected for the follow- 
ing year. It is hoped that students will have an 
opportunity to hear and read the platforms and 
plans of those who have been nominated for 
the various positions. 

It is most essential that students listen to 
the words of election speakers at a possible 
mass meeting most carefully and study the 
platforms as they will appear in The Daily. The 
electors should judge whether a platform is a 
refined form of propaganda or a sincere sum- 
mation of a candidate's belief. The electors 
should attempt to learn as much as possible of 
the candidates' qualifications and abilities, and 
then vote accordingly, and not because a friend 
advises that so-and-so is a "sound" or "solid" 
man. 

The platforms which will be printed in this 
paper within the next few days will perhaps 
contain a number of wild promises by a can- 
didate in respect to the improvement of some 
existing conditions and sporting the ever-popu- 
lar item of better social activities and the like. 
All this, he may claim, will be done if he is 
elected to a particular office. These factors alone 
can never be the deciding factors in electing a 
candidate. The candidate himself, his executive 
and organizing ability, his maturity and sense 
of proportions in dealing with important deci- 
sions as well as his promise in a platform or 
speech, and last but not least, the amount of 
time he will be able to devote to the office he is 
seeking— all these factors should be considered 
most carefully. 

These are the responsibilities of an elector, 
for only if his free vote is cast intelligently, 
without bias and the influences of propaganda, 
can the institution of student-government 
flourish at McGill. Only then too, can the can- 
didates' be expected to do justice to the offices 
which they fill, for they will surely be the best 
men available for the positions. — C,

H. G. WELLS 

The works of H. G. Wells have been coming 
regularly for close to fifty years; and as a result 
he has been taken for granted, rather than evaluat- 
ed. First and last his work has been dedicated to 
ideas and to their solution via scientific discovery 
and organization. And since, apart from Upton Sin- 
clair in America, this genre of writing has had 
little support in modern times, when psychological 
plumbing and proletarian realism have been the 
dominant motives, a few words of criticism are not 
amiss, ' 

First of all Wells has the most emancipated wo- 
men characters appearing in the writing of any male 
writer (Virginia Woolf having made an advance on 
him). Secondly, his is the theme that breeds no 
pessimism or frustration. People use their Intelligence 
and solve their problems, or fall to do so because 
their approach to the problem was not a cosmic 
one. Thirdly, the scientific knowledge of the past 
half century can be understood better through his 
characters than fn the best of the popularizcrs. 
Fourthly, his morality Is one of honesty and loyalty, 
and this makes him almost the best ot writers for 
adolescent generations. Alas, of course, that his 
characters are types and not humans, but in that 
too he mirrors reality. When the personal character 
of each person will come to stand for a multiplicity 
of ideas, then we can justly demand of Mr. Wells 
that he revert to living types and leave his essen- 
tially Ideational reflectors to their own devices— not 
before. 

One of his recent works, "Babes In the Darkling 
Woods" is as good an example to examine as any 
of his earlier works. Here two lovers In their earlier 
Intellectual twenties are experimenting with a 
rational sex life, without having undergone the 
formalities of marriage. The uncle of the female 
character is a psychothcropeutist and a course in 
behaviourist psychology Is available to the reader 
in a rather easy manner. When Gemini, the male, 
gets himself banged up in the war, Stella nurses 
him back to health via love and psychosysnthesls; 
and they resolve on a course of. action that will 
bring social betterment to a world so sorely In need 
of It. 

However, the excitement lies not in the plot, but 
in the ideas that are thrown back and forth, and 
into which one can cnlcr any time one wants to. 
Unless one is on Mr. Wells own level, his Iconoclastic 
remarks concerning the concepts and ideals held by 
all of us are quite pertinent, and as far as inspira- 
tions and examples go his young couple do a pretty 
good job of resolving their life to get both pleasure 
and utility and higher social value out of it. 

I remember that the London Times closed its 
review of that book by saying, "The truth Is that 
Mr. Wells has grown Impatient of the conservative 
and unadventurous mind, so intolerant of conven- 
tional habits of thought, that he finds increasing 
virtue in whatever scheme, or notion once had 
novelty for him." The review was unfavorable, yet 
to me this comment Is more of a compliment than 
a denigration of his work. Tolerance extends to the 
future; not to the parasitic deadweight of "the past, 
and it Is this deadweight of ideas that takes a beat- 
ing from Mr. Wells. 

On the negative side, however, there is no actual 
emotional development; neither is there any doubt 
worth getting into a dither about; neither is there 
any aesthetic desire apart from a somewhat colour- 
less "trulh-bcauty" functlonallsm; and the Ideas are 
loo black and white In their delineation of the 
choices of action available to man. Somehow, I am 
reminded of Scott's writing In H. G. Wells— not 
literature, but the best popular novelist of his time 
with a universal appeal. »

LIBERTIES 

The Editor, 

The McGlll Dally, 

Dear Sir, 

Through the columns of your 
newspaper I wish to comment on 
the serious violation of our civil 
liberties which the government of 
Canada is indulging in at the pre- 
sent time. 

In the last few days we have 
seen police officer enter, search 
and seize, without a warrant; the 
writ of habeas corpus suspended; 
persons denied legal counsel or 
communication with public, and 
tried in secrcy. All of these things, 
diametrically opposed to the 
fundamental conceptions ot liberty 
have been legalized by "Special 
order in council" under the War 
Measures Act. While admittedly 
the situation is an extenuating one, 
the fact remains that a precedent 
has been set and a principle violat- 
ed so that any one ot us, should 
the government desire, could be 
seized in our homes, incarcerated 
indefinitely, and tried without 
knowledge of the event reaching 
the public or even our families. 

Some may say that such wide 
powers held by the government are 
only used when the situation de- 
mands drastic action. Unfortunat- 
ely the number of situations which 
require the violation of our liberty 
Is becoming alarming large and 
varied. The government refused to 
declare the Padlock Law ultra 
vires, and through the War Meas- 
ures Act declared political freedom 



unlawful. It wished to remove the 
citizenship and forcibly deport the 
young Canadians of Japanese an- 
cestry. Along with recent activity 
it has created a theory of liberty 
within the state such that one may 
be: 

(1) Limited in political activity 
and denied freedom of assembly. 

(2) Forcibly denaturalized and 
the privileges of citizenship there- 
by removed! 

(3) At the secret wish of the 
government, seized and Indefinit- 
ely removed from society with 
only one's protestations as de- 
fence. 

In the past the undemocratic act- 
ivity of the government has been 
directed at individuals who were 
felt to be foreign to our culture. 
Last week, however, civil servants 
professors, and scientists found 
themselves without civil liberties 
and In grave danger. The govern- 
ment has admitted that they were 
guided in their arrests by the poli- 
tical Ideology of the defendants. 
We may well ask ourselves— "who 
next will disappear from our com- 
munity, and for what cause?" 

It is unfortunate that a man such 
as Mackenzie-King, who has io 
long professed the philosophy of 
liberty, should finally be so sway- 
ed from his conscience that he will 
perhaps be remembered more as a 
threat to our civil liberty than as 
an architect of Canada's nation 
hood. 

The fundamental which has be 
come patent in our governments, 
attitude to liberty is one which 
should arouse all students. From 
the principle that the individuals 
life, liberty and pursuit of happi- 
ness is the prime telos of the state, 
the government has veered to the 
purely fadst concept of the indi- 
vidual's subservience to the state. 
Since the universities have forever 
been the cell of liberty in our Brit- 
ish tradition, it is necessary that 
we strongly condemn this present 
precarious state of our freedom.

NFCUS Committee Will Meet 
To Discuss Constitution Changes 



The permanent committee of the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students (N.F.C.U.S.) 
will meet Thursday, Feb. 28, at one 
p.m. in the Board Room of the 
McGill Union; the purpose of the 
meeting is to discuss the changes 
to the N.F.C.U.S. Constitution sug- 
gested by the Constitution Com- 
mittee (R. J. Balfour, D. Doheny, 
Miss M.' Cayford) of the Students' 
Executive Council at their meeting 
last Thursday. 

One of the changes proposed Is 
that the committee shall submit a 
programme of Its intended activities 
to the S.E.C. for approval. The com- 
mittee shall be authorized to carry 
on all aspects of its work, only in 
regard to those activities previously 
approved by the Students' Execu- 
tive Council. 

The N.F.CU.S. Executive suggests 
instead that "the Committee shall 
be authorized to carry on all aspects 
of its work, in regard to those ac- 
tivities within the programme ap- 
proved by the Students' Executive 
Council." It is felt that this would 
preserve a minimum of the auton- 
omy necessary if N.F.C.U.S. Is to 
carry on its work. 

The S.E.C. proposes that the 
Chairman shall be appointed by the 



Students' Executive Council from 
outsldo the Council. N.F.C.U.S. 
Executive suggests instead that the 
Chairman be elected from the 
Committee as are the other menw^ 
bers of the Executive; it is felt that \. 
the presence of one representative 
of the S.E.c. on the Executive of 
the Committee is sufficient to ful- 
fill the need for liaison between 
the S.E.C. and the N.F.C.U.S. Com- 
mittee.
